Nally, Revenue Deport­ 
ment comptroller. “ It is a little too 
early to make any definite forecast, 
but the new tax program looks as lf 
It will meet expectations.” 
The soft drink levy, estimated to 
return $35,000,000 In two-year period 
ending May 31, 1949 has brought in
